HOW REPORTS ARE PREPARED AND DISTRIBUTED 


The information gathered and distributed by.the Bureau of Agricultural 
Heonomics is divided into five general classes. . 


1. Crop and Livestock Hstimates are prepared from information gathered 


from crop reporters and others by the staff of the Division of Crop and Livestock 
Estimates, which includes a Washington steff and State statisticians reporting 
for each of the States. The reports of this service are assembled in Washington, 
finally approved by the Crop Reporting Board and the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and distributed from Washington as indicated in the following pages. 


-2e Market News Reports are gathered in the principal markets and produc- 
ing sections of the country by representatives of the commodity market news 
divisions and the tobacco section covering the following commodities: cotton, 
livestock, meats and wool, fruits and vegetables, dairy and poultry products, 
grain, hay, feed and seed, tobacco, honey, peanuts, hops, etc. The information 
upon which these reports are based is gathered simultaneously in many offices, 
is transmitted from one office to another by leased wire, and is released in all 
of the markets. Market news reports are mimeographed and mailed from the various 
offices.as_ listed in detail in the following pages. | 


3. Foreign Agricultural Information is gathered through the foreign 
offices of the Foreign Agricultural Service Division, from the International 
Institute of Agriculture at Rome, and from other foreign representatives of the 
Government by radio, cable, and mail. These reports are distributed weekly in 
the mimeographed publication "Foreign Crops and Markets", through the market 
news service, and in special publications and releases. 


4. Situation, Outlook, Frospect, Income, and Frice Reports are prepared 
in Washington and issued in printed, mimeographed, and press-release form, as 
completed. Outlook reports are also sent over the leased wire and through the 
market news offices. Mailing lists are maintained in Washington. 





5. Technical Research Reports, Reports of Special Studies, etc., are 
prepared and issued from Washington in mimeographed and printed publications. 
When printed, they appear in the Department's series of publications including 
Technical Bulletins, Circulars, Farmers! Bulletins, Miscellaneous Publications, 
Handbooks, etc. They are distributed from Washington. 





The Bureau staff in January 1936 included 2,984 workers of whom about 
983 were in Washington, 1,956 in field stations, and 45 in foreign countries. 
The informational work is handled by the divisions listed on the inside of the 
front cover of this publication, each of which controls its own branch offices. 
The Division of Economic Information maintains general supervision over the 
content, form, and method of releases for publication, press, and radio; super- 
vises the editing of periodicals, printed bulletins, and special publications 
for extension workers; and handles the photographic, exhibits, and motion- 
picture work of the Bureau.

The Crop Estimates prepared by the Crop Reporting Board are released, as 
required by law, at exact hours on dates specified by the Secretary of Meee 
ture. The dates shown below. are those on which the scheduled reports will be 
issued during 1936, Dates for release of other reports, not specified by law, 
are given following the list of scheduled reports. | 


. These reports are given general distribution to the public by the. press 
and radio, and by wire to the State offices. Mimeographed copies are distributed 
immediately after release to persons who request them. The reports are printed 
in the monthly statistical periodical "Crops and Markets" which is sent free to 
officials, and which is available to others for $1.00 a year. All remittances 
should be sent to the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office.

Tobacco by Class and Type (Acreage, Production, and Value).-This is a 


semi-annual report and is published in May and December in "Crops and Markets"; 
also in mimeographed form. Forecasts of tobacco production by types are pub- 
lished monthly from July to November with the monthly crop reports of the Crop 
Reporting Board and published currently in "Crops and Markets," 


FRUIT AND VEGETABLH HSTIMATHS 


Fruit and Nut Crop Reports.-State statistics on fruit and nut-crop pro= 
duction are included in the regular monthly crop reports issued about the 10th 
of each month. Rarely are estimates made of the quantity of production utilized 
for canning, drying, or other manufacturing. Except for strawberries there are 
no established series of estimates on small-fruit production. 


Potato and Sweetpotato Reports.-The detailed statistical reports on 
total production of Irish (or white) potatoes and sweetpotatoes, by States, 
are issued in the regular monthly crop reports. Several special reports on 
potatoes are also issued during the year, the following being the more important.

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Other Vegetable and Truck Grop Reports. - State statistics are compiled 


and issued covering the commercial production of various’ important vegetable 
and truck oe The reports are divided into two distinct series as follows: 


(19 Commercial Truck Crops ‘for. Shipment, commonly called Truck 


Crop Reports, comprising estimates on strawberries, cantaloups, 
watermelons, and the principal vegetables that are grown for 
shipment by rail, boat or auto truck to markets more or less 
distant from the ‘point of production. Local or market-garden 
production is not included in these estimates except insofar as 
~local sales occur as a minor phase of the shipping enterprise. 
In most of the reports the estimates are shown for successive 
groups of competitive States arranged according to usual market- 
ing’ season, 


(2) Truck Crops for Commercial Manufacture, commonly called 
Canning Crop Reports, comprising estimates of the principal 
vegetable crops utilized by canning and packing establishments, 
including pimientos, cucumbers for pickles and cabbage for kraut. 


The truck and canning crop reports’ are prepared in the form of commodity 
sheets, each containing current statistics and crop comments for one or more 
groups of States, At occasional intervals, a collection of timely crop-news 
items is issued without statistical matter. The dates for release of reports 
are set according to the usual season of the commodity in-each group of States. 


COMMERCIAL TRUCK CROP HSTIMATES 





The following program shows the approximate dates for the release of 
reports containing State details on planting intentions, preliminary estimates 
of acreage planted, and the first forecasts of production, arranged by seasonal 
groupings of States and areas, 


In the last column, the months in which condition reports are usually 
available are indicated by numbers from 1 to 12, that is "1-4" indicating 
January to April, "11-5" November to May, etc. Condition inquiries are made 
as of the first of the month and reports are released on or about the 10th. 








In addition to the reports listed below, occasional releases are made 
for garlic, horseradish, and peppermint oil; stocks of cabbage, onions, and 
potatoes on hand as of January 1 are released about January 25; a report of 
pickle stocks (cucumbers) is released on November 10, Truck Crop News reports 
are issued semi-monthlye Special reports on damage from frost, freeze, and 
flood are released immediately following the receipt of teleanepine confir= 
mation of the actual damage from our truck-crop estimators in the field.

Seed Movement and Price Reports. - These reports are issued for each 
important kind of field seed at intervals of about 4 weeks until practically 
all the commercial crop has been sold by growers. Information is given rela- 
tive to the percentage of the current season's crop of a given kind of seed 
that has been sold by growers, and the prices offered to growers in important 
producing districts. The same kind of informétion is given for this seed 
on corresponding dates in previous years, for comparison.

Annual Reports: 


Seed Situation Reports. - These reports (previously termed Seed Outlook 
Reports) are issued for each of the important kinds of field seeds at about 
the time the respective crops are harvested (June to November). Dates of 
issuance vary somewhat according to whether the growing season is advanced 
or is backward. The reports describe the current year's crop of each impor- 
tant kind of field seed in terms of last year's crop with respect to acreage 
and yield per acre, and give prices paid to growers in principal producing 
districts, tosether with other factors bearing on the supply of and demand 
for this seed. 


Seed Shipment Reports. - These reports are issued after the bulk of 
each of the crops has been sold by growers. They cover shipments of the 
current season's crop up to January 15 or February 15, shipments expected 
to be made after these dates, total shipments made ihe preceding year by 
those reporting, stocks fg by them on January 15 or February 15, and 
average prices paid to growers for the current and preceding vente 
Crops.

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Prospective Seed Demand Report, - This report is issued between 


February 15 and 28, before many of the small seed dealers have bought much 
seed. It indicates how the current year's prospective demand compares with 
that of the preceding year in 29 States and two groups of States for the 
following kinds of seeds: red clover, alsike clover, sweetclover, lespedeza, 
alfalfa, timothy, redtop, Kentucky bluegrass, orchard grass, lawngrass 
mixtures, millet, sorgo, Sudan grass, cowpeas, soybeans, and seed corn,

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TOBACCO MARKET REPORTS 


Daily and Weekly Reports: 


Tobacco Price Revorts (By Types). - Market news reports are issued 


from an important market either daily, weekly, or both, for each of several types | 
of tobacco or from a convenient central point for two or more types; they set 
forth the average prices on all grades appearing in sufficient volume to estab- 
lish an average. An abbreviated market report is also released to the press, 
by wire. Hach report covers all markets in the respective type district on 
which official tobacco-grading service is in effect, and is distributed to 
farmers, tobacco buyers, publishers, and agricultural workers, and to State 
marketing agencies for use in radio broadcast or for other means of distribu- 
tion. The markets from which these reports are issued are:

Quarterly Reports 


Stocks of Leaf Tobacco in the Hands of Dealers and Manufacturers. - 
These reports give the number of pourids of leaf tobacco on hand at the beginning © 
of each quarter, segregated by types, by unstemmed and stemmed, and by broad 
divisions of quality. To arrive at statistics on the broad division of 
quality four major groups of grades are recognized which roughly indicate the 
manufacturing utility of the tobacco. Two additional designations are pro- ~ 
vided for "scrap" and "nondescript", These reports are issued by the Tobacco 
Section under authority of the United States tobacco stocks and standards act 
(Public No, 661, 70th Congress) and amendments. Effective January 1, 1936, 
stocks on the island of Puerto Rico are included.

Reports are received from the Internutional Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome, Italy, from members of the Consular Service of the State Department, and 
representatives of the Foreign Commerce Service of the Department of Commerce. 


Reports from the representatives on foreign crop and market conditions 
are received by radio, cable, and mail. Much of the current information is 
released immediately upon receipt (by means of the telegraph, the radio, the 
press, and the mails) before appearing in Bureau publications. 


Foreign Crops and Markets. - The weekly mimeographed publication "Foreign 
Crops and Markets" is a primary outlet for information gathered through the 
Foreign Azricultural Service. The publication has been avpearing under the 
present title since 1922. Hach issue contains a section devoted to current 
foreign crop and market developments, and usually contains a feature article on 
some aspect of foreign competition and demand for agricultural products. 
"Roreign Crops and Markets" is distributed to a limited list of producers, 
dealers in agricultural products, farm journals, newspapers, educational insti- 
tutions, and trade organizations, particularly those who are in a position to 
republish the material or circulate it in agricultural sections. 
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World Prospect Reports. - Mimeographed reports are issued monthly under 
this title. Under the direction of the Division of Statistical and Historical 
Research they analyze the world situation (foreign and domestic) for certain 
agricultural products. The products so treated are: Wheat, cotton, wool, and 
hogs and pork. Similar reports are issued seasonally for feed grains. From. 
time to time additions may be made to the list of commodities in this group. 
Most of the foreign material in wages reports is supplied. ‘through the Foreign 
Agricultural Service... 


Foreign Fruit and Nut Crop Prospects. - Latest reports on fruit. and nut 
crop developments in foreign countries, received in the Foreign Agricultural 


Service, are issued monthly in connection with the "Fruit Crop Prospects" 
report issued by the Division of Crop and Livestock Estimates. 


Foreign News Releuses, - Short mimeographed reports are issued by the 
Foreign Agricultural Service on a number of special products, such as apples, 
citrus fruit, prunes, and certain nuts, and tobacco. In the case of apples, 
weekly releises are issued during the export season covering Huropean market 
conditions. Some of the releases on fruits and nuts are being replaced by 
leased-wire messages to the peodaes ae areas that are especially interested in 
the information, 


COLD STORAGH REPORTS 


The Cold Storage Report Section compiles and releases the following 
reports: 


Monthly Reports: 


Summary of Gold Storage Holdings. - A report is issued for each of the 


following groups: Dairy products and eggs; fruits; frozen and cured meats; and 
frozen poultry. In all, these groups cover about 30 commodities including 
apples and pears in fresh state, cold-packed fruits, dairy products and eggs, 
frozen poultry, frozen and cured meats, and lard. Hach report shows holdings - 
as of the first of each month. Release dates for the year 1936 are as follows:

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FARM INCOME REPORTS 


Monthly Reports: 


Monthly Hstimate of Cash Income from Farm Marketings, United States, - 
These reports show monthly estimates of cash income from the sale of groups 
of farm products and as total cash income. Remtal and benefit payments are 
shown separately and also in a combined grand bowers Issued in mimeographed 
form for limited distribution. | . 


Monthly Receipts from the Sale of Farm Products, by States. - The 
total of the State estimates is higher than the United States estimate because 


the State estimates include the sale of feeder livestock from farmers in one. 
State to farmers in another State, whereas the United States estimates are 
based upon slaughter. Issued in mimeographed form for limited distribution. 


Annual Reports: 


Income from Farm Production, by States and by Commodities. - Annual 
estimates of the farm value, gross income, and cash income from farm production 
prepared from data based upon the estimates of production and disposition of 78 
crop and 13 livestock items, which contribute probably 98 percent or more of 
all income from farm products. The value of produce of gardens, poultry flocks, 
etc., not on farms is not included, nor is any estimate made of the income of 
farmers from labor off the farm and from investments. Hstimates by States 
have been made as yet only for receipts. Without comparable estimates of ex- 
penditure and capital costs involved in farm production the receipts are not 
to be taken as measures of economic conditions of farmers in the several States. 
Issued in mimeographed form and later printed in "Crops and Markets." 


Income from Farm Production as a Whole in the United States. - Annual 
estimates of the value of the product of farms of the United States as a pro- 
ducing. unit and of the deduction to be made to arrive at a net-income figure. 
Some items have been worked back to 1909, but the more complete analyses are 
for the period beginning with 1924. State figures on expenses and net income 
are not available. Issued in mimeographed form and later printed in "Crops 
and Markets." 


Farm Returns. - Annual summaries of reports of several thousand in- 
dividual farmers (owner-operators) each reporting the financial results of 
his own farm business for the year. Receipts, expenses, and other information 
for.described farms are shown as averages. Results are presented as averages, 
in six geographic divisions, but not by States, The farmers who report have 
farms larger than the averages shown by the Census of Agriculture, hence are > 
not "average" in the usual sense. Broadly they reflect the shifting conditions 
from year to year and from division to division, Printed in "Crops and Markets." 


COST OF PRODUCTION REPORTS

"THR AGRICULTURAL SITUATION" 


The Agricultural Situation is a 24-page printed periodical issued on 
the first of each month, by the Bureau of Agricultural HBconomics. It contains 
@ brief general summary of current conditions including pertinent statistics.’ 
relating to production, movement, consumption, and price of the important farm 
products. Its general purpose is to furnish extension workers and others with 
a concise picture of economic conditions in agriculture from month to month. 
Its free distribution is linited to the U. S. Department of Agriculture or State 
college workers or cooperators,. to libraries, and to the press. It can be 
obtained from the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office at 
a subscription price of 25 cents a year (foreign rate 45 cents). 


"THR PRICE SITUATION" 


The Price Situation-.is a mimeographed montnly review of the trend of 
farm prices of farm products with a résumé of conditions and factors affecting 
trends during recent preceding months. It is designed for economists, extension 
workers, and others who are devoting close attention to price changes. It is 
issued for limited distribution, on the 15th of each month, A summary of this 
report is printed’ each month in "Crops and Markets." 


"THE FARM REAL ESTATE SITUATION" 


The Farm Real Hstate Situation is an annual report in the regular 
Circular series of the Department of Agriculture, issued near the close of the 
calendar year. It covers the previous real-estate year. It reviews briefly 
the general situation and discusses values in the separate geographical divi- 
sions and States and causes of change in values, change in farm ownership 
including foreclosures and forced and voluntary sales, furm-mortguge credit 
and taxes, and other factors bearing upon the farm real estate situation.

THH ANNUAL OUTLOOK REPORT 


The Annual Agricultural Outlook Report is prepared in November each 
year. It is prepared at a conference of the commodity and economic specialists, 
with representatives from other Bureaus in the Department of Agriculture, and 
extension economists from the States. This group is organized into committees 
each of which analyzes the facts regarding a single commodity and prepares a 
statement describing the situation during the past year and the factors that 
may determine trends of the coming year. The committee reports are then passed 
upon by the outlook conference group as a whole, The outlook report is designed 
to bring together all available facts that will help producers to decide upon 
their plans for the year. The Federal outlook report is printed in the regular 
Miscellaneous Publication Series for distribution through extension workers, 
and to crop reporters and farmers. . 
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Seasonal Outlook Reports are supplementary statements issued during 
certain periods of the year on a few farm products. A summer hog outlook 
statement is issued in July following the June pig survey. Midsummer reports 
are issued on sheep, beef cattle, winter wheat, poultry, and dairying. These 
reports are distributed in mimeographed form by une Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics and are published in "Crops and Markets. 


OUTLOOK CHARTS 


Outlook Charts. - Charts and-maps on subjects covered in the outLook 
report are issued in the-form of bulletins, :mltilith books, and wall charts.

Ina few cases reports are broadcast direct from branch offices by 
Bureau workers through remote-control wires. These reports are not distributed 
in any other way.

STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION SERVICES 
COTTON STANDARDS AND CLASSING 


Practical forms of the Official Standards of the United States for the 
grade and length of staple of American upland and American Egyptian cotton and 
of the standard grades of cotton linters are furnished at a nominal price to 
exchanges and others; the classification of cotton and cotton linters, under 
the United States cotton standards act, is performed-.upon request for individual 
owners or in connection witharbitration; classifiers and samplers of cotton and 
of linters are licensed under the United States cotton standards act; all cotton 
intended for delivery upon the futures contracts of the New York and New Orleans 
Cotton Exchanges and the Chicago Board of Trade is classified; and estimates are 
published concerning the grade and staple of the cotton carry-over each year and 
of the crop as produced. Requests for detailed-information concerning these 
services should be addressed to Division of Cotton Marketing, Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics, U. S. Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


DAIRY AND POULTRY PRODUCTS STANDARDS AND INSPECTION 


Standards for butter, shell eggs, and American whole milk cheese, and 
tentative standards for churning cream, dressed poultry, and dressed domestic 
rabbits have been established. Butter. and cheese grading services are available 
at 11 terminal markets. An egg-grading service is available at 10 markets, and 
through cooperative agreements with State Departments of Agriculture and other 
agencies at shipping points in Virginia, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana, and Florida. 
Dressed-poultry grading is conducted at Washington, D. C., New York City, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Seattle, Portland, San Francisco, and Los Angeles and at 
several other points it is done for Federal agencies. Shipping-point grading of 
dressed poultry is carried on at a number of points in Kansas. Live poultry is 
inspected at New York City and nearby terminal points. Dressed-poultry inspec- 
tion is conducted at 19 poultry-canning plants and for 1 plant that furnishes 
Government-inspected poultry to poultry canneries. Inspection of full-drawn 
poultry is conducted at 2 dressing plants, For a short period previous to 
Thanksgiving and Christmas a turkey-grading service is operated at more than 
35 shipping points in 11 States. Shipping-point grading service is conducted 
on butter at Minneapolis, Duluth, and Mankato, Minnesota; Dubuque, Iowa; and 
Strverious. points in Tlilinois. For further information address Division of 
Dairy and Poultry Products, Bureau of Agricultural Hconomics, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


FRUIT AND VEGETABLE STANDARDS AND INSPECTION 


Standards for 57 commodities, including honey, pecans, and peanuts, have 
now been established by the Division of Fruits and Vegetables. As two or more 
sets of standards are necessary for different types of the same commodity if 
they vary widely, a total of 81 standards has been issued. Most of the standards 
are for fruits and vegetables consumed in the fresh state but standards have been 
issued for a few commodities purchased by canners for canning purposes. Under 
cooperative agreements with 45 States and Puerto Rico, inspection is offered 
at important shipping points on all products for which standards have been es- 
tablished and on many others for which no standards have been recommended, certi- 
fication being by description. Inspection is also available for all products 
at 45 terminal markets where inspectors are located and in all other terminal 
markets which can be conveniently reached from these points, Special arrange- 
ments are made for inspection for the U. S. Navy, other Federal agencies, and 
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for national and local emergency relief organizations. Other special arrange- 
ments include those for fruit auctions, railroad companies, cold storages, 
canners, steamship companies, and one large manicipality which asks for Federal 
eihepoetion on fresh fruits and vegetables for all its institutions. For further 
information addres Ss Division of Fruits and Vegetables, Bureau. of Agricul 
Economics, U. S..

CANNED FRUIT AND VEGETABLE STANDARDIZATION AND GRADING 


Tentative standards for grades covering practically all canned vegetables 
have been developed. Official standards for grades have been promulgated for 
So commodities, Téntative standards for grades for some canned fruits have been 
developed and others are under consideration. A grading service on canned fruits 
and vegetables is available in several terminal markets. For further information,

STANDARDS FOR CONTAINERS 


Under the U. S. Standard Container Acts of 1916 and 1928, standards have 
been promulgated for climax baskets, berry boxes, till baskets, hampers, round 
stave baskets (including the straight-side types), and splint or market baskets. 
The Bureau of Agricultural Hconomics maintains a testing’ laboratory to which 
samples of such containers may be submitted for examination as to their com- 
pliance with the above acts.

GRAIN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


The U. S. Grain Standards Act authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
establish official standards for grain and to license inspectors to apply such 
standards and to handle appeals from inspections performed by licensees. The 
act provides, in effect, that if grain be sold by grade and shipped in inter- 
state or foreign commerce, the official standards must be used and the grain 
must be inspected by a’licensed inspector if it moves from or to a point at 
which inspection is maintained. The Secretary of Agriculture has promulgated 
official standerds for corn, wheat, oats, rye, grain:'sorghums, feed oats, mixed 
feed oats, barley, flexseed, and mixed grain. ‘Official grain inspection is now 
maintained at 177 markets throughout the country at which 395 licensed inspec- | 
tors perform service. These licensees are not employees of the Federal Govern- | 
ment. They derive their compensation from States, boards of trade, and chambers ~ 
of commerce. In addition, the Federal Department maintains a force, known as : 
Federal Grain Supérvision, whose duty it is to handle appeals from grades 
assigned by licensees and to supervise the work of licensees to insure correct 
and uniform application of the standards.

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RICE STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


Official United States standards have been promilgated for rough, brown, 
and milled rice. <A permissive rice-inspection service is conducted under the 
authority contained in the annual appropriation acts of the Congress of the in- 
spection of certain agricultural commodities and under cooperative agreements 
with the State Departments of Agriculture in Louisiana, Texas, California, and 
Arkansas. Rice-inspection laboratories and sampling and inspection service have 
been established in 9 of: the most important rice-marketing centers in Louisiana, 
Texas, California, and Arkansas. The sampling and inspection are conducted by 
a personnel licensed or authorized by the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
service is supervised by a Federal rice inspection supervision personnel through 
field headquarters offices located at New Orleans, Louisiana, and San Francisco, 
California.

HAY AND STRAW STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


United States standards have been promulgated for the principal kinds of 
hay and straw produced in Continental United States. Tentative standards have 
been issued for ground alfalfa. Under cooperative agreements with State Depart-= 
ments of Agriculture, commercial exchanges, chambers of commerce, farmers! 
cooperative associations or similar organizations, hay inspection service is 
offered at 35 important shipping points and 19 terminal or reconsignment markets. 
Inspections also are made at 46 U. S. Army posts. Fourteen States have adopted 
United States grades for hay as official State standards. 








BHAN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


United States standards for all classes of beans have been promulgated, 
including the provision for the determination and certification of dockage and 
defects in. thresher-run beans without reference to grade. Federal or Federal- 
State inspection has been established at shipping points in 8 leading bean- 
producing States and at 11 important terminal markets. The standards have been 
adopted as the official standards of the State Departments of Agriculture in 
California, Idaho, Montana, Wyoming, and New York. 


SOYBEAN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


United States stendards for soybeans have been promulgated and an inspec- 
tion service has been established at 40 important shipping point and terminal 
markets through cooperative agreements with State and trade organizations. Dur- 
ing the 1935 marketing season soybean inspection was expanded to 9 new markets 
and 4 new States to handle the record soybean crop. Practically all soybeans 
shipped to mills are purchased on the basis of U. S. No. 2 grade and’over 75 
percent of these are inspected at destination. Export sales are consummated 
on the basis of Federal inspection at port of shipment final. 


DRY PEA STANDARDIZATION AND INSPHOTION 


United States standards have been promulgated and shipping-point inspec~ 
tion is now available in California, Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Montana, and 
Utah and in many terminal markets where official samplers are located. This ser- 
vice has been used with unusual success in Washington and Idaho. For further in-

SHED VERIFICATION SERVICE 





A seed-verification service covering alfalfa and red clover seed provides P| 
for the issuance of certificates that in effect guarantee the origin of these 
seeds to. be as stated on these certificates, Highty-six séed dealers in 24 Stateg , 
“who usually handle 85 percent or more of the alfalfa seed produced in Central 
and Northern States and a considerable portion of the red clover seed, are en- 
rolled in this voluntary service.

Tentative standard grades ‘have ae established for many of the types of 
‘tobacco produced in the United States and- ‘preliminary work has been done on 
practically all the remaining types. Tobacco:inspection service, in effect on a 
permissive basis since 1929, has expanded from approximately 500,000 pounds, the 
total for the first year, to approximately 190,000,000 pounds during the fiscal 
year 1934-35, The Tobacco Inspection Act approved August 23, 1935, provides 

not only for permissive inspection on the same basis but for mandatory inspection ¥ 
of tobacco on markets to be designated by the Secretary of Agriculture when a 
favorable referendum has been held. This legislation opens the,way to further 
expansion .of the. inspection and market news service. For further information 
address Tobacco Section, Bureau of Agricultural Economics, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C.

Tentative standards have been published for.the following: (a) Stocker 
and feeder steers (6 grades); stocker and feeder heifers (6 grades); stocker and 
feeder cows (5 grades); stocker and feeder bulls (5 grades) and stocker and 
feeder calves (5 preten (b) Slaughter barrows and gilts (4 grades). (e)Slauch- i 
ter lambs (6 grades) and slaughter ewes (6 grades). ‘ 


STANDARDIZATION OF MEATS 


Official class and grade standards have been issued for beef, veal, Saat 
lamb, and eel standards for pork are still in tentative form. 
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STANDARDIZATION OF HIDHS AND SKINS 


Tentative standards have been drafted and published for the following: 
Butcher and country hides; kip skins and.célf skins. 


STANDARDIZATION OF WOOL AND WOOL TOPS 


Official standards for the grades of wool and wool top, on the basis of 
diameter of fiber, have been promulgated by the Department of Agriculture under 
the U. S. Wool Standards Act. Practical forms of tthe standards are issued at a 
nominal charge for educational and commercial use.

A Federal meat-grading service, including grading and stemping for grade 
of beef, veal, calf, lamb, mutton, and pork carcasses and cuts, is available in 
the following large wholesele markets; Phoenix, Ariz; Baltimore, Md.; Boston, 
Mass.; Buffalo and New York, N. Y.; Chicago and National Stack Yards, I1l.; 
Columbus and Cleveland, Ohio; Detroit, Mich.; Kansas City and St. Louis, Moe;

_ The general meat-grading service, including all meats and meat products, 
is extensively used by Federal, State and: city institutions, dining-car depart- 
ments, steamship lines, hotels, and restaurants. The beef and lamb grading and 
stamping service is broadly used by wholesalers and retailers at the points 
where graders are stationed. Large quantities of graded meats are thus made 
available for shipment to all points in the United States.

MBAT CUTTING AND PRICING METHODS 


Tables included in a publication with the above title indicate percent- 
ages of wholesale and trimmed retail cuts of beef, veal, and lamb in the carcass 
and the percentages of wholesale pork cuts and pork products in 100 pounds live 
weight. Three methods of retail cutting are illustrated by means of a chart. 
The tabhes indicate a method to follow in ascertaining what retail meat prices 
shall be, based upon a given cost and a certain desired gross margin. For 
details address the Livestock, Meats, and Wool Division, Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, U. S. Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. CG. 
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WAREHOUSE LICHNSING 


Under the U. S. Warehouse Act the Department of Agriculture, through the 
Bureau of Agricultural Hconomics, licenses such warehousemen for the storing of 
farm products as apply for license and can meet the specified requirements. 
Receipts issued by such warehousemen are recognized as preferred collateral for 
‘loans by many banks. Warehouses for the storing of cotton, grain, broomcorn, 
wool, potatoes, tobacco, dry beans, dried fruit, cold-pack fruit, cherries in

PRODUCH AGENCY ACT ENFORCEMENT 


Investigations of apparent violations of the U. S. Produce Agency Act 
are made upon receipt of complaints filed by growers of shippers accompanied by 
all papers relating to the transaction. This act relates to perishable farm 
products received in interstate comnerce on behalf of another, and makes the 
rendering of a false accounting report, knowingly and with intent to defraud, 

a@ misdemeanor punishable by fine or ‘inp eoument: Service and Regulatory 
Announcement 107(B.A.H.) contains the text of the Produce Agency Act and regu-- 
lations governing its enforcement.

PERISHABLE AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES ACT: 


The U. S..Perishable Agricultural Commodities Act requires all commission 
merchants, dealers, and brokers who handle fresh fruits and/or fresh vegetables, 
in interstate commerce, to secure a license’ from the Department of Agriculture. 
The annual license roe is $10. The act makes it unlawful to make a fraudulent 
charge; to reject or fail to deliver in accordance with the terms of the con- 
tract or to dump without reasonable cause; to make any false statement in 
connection with any transaction involving such commodity; to fail to account 
correctly; to misrepresent the origin of any commodity; or to remove or tamper 
with any notice on a car or package containing a certificate as to the grade 
of the commodity contained therein. Punishment may be by publication of the 
facts or by suspension or revocation of license. The Secretary of Agriculture 
may determine the amount of damages and order their payment. Upon non-payment 
of damages as ordered or failure to appeal to court within 30 days the party's 
license becomes automatically suspended until payment is made. 


Investigations of apparent violations of this act are made on complaint 
of interested persons, Preliminary complaints may be made by telegraph if 
conditions demand and will be handled by the Department in the same way. Com- 
plaints not settled in this way and those in which such quick action is not 
necessary may be made the subject of formal complaint, which should be ac- 
companied by true copies of all available supporting papers. Service and 
Regulatory Announcement 121 (B.A.H.) contains the text of the Perishable Agri- 
cultural Commodities Act, the regulations governing its enforcement, and a 
statement interpreting - gee of its provisions.
